With this issue “K. EB.” celebrates its first birthday, Only one year 
ago was started this little paper, which was-—-and to the best of my 
knowledge still is—the only Esperanto publitation printed in Canada, 

The policy and goal adopted at its inception was to spread knowledge 
about the language and to unite the Esperantists in Canada. Although 
our efforts to create a Canadian Esperanto Association have not been 
wholly successful, considerable progress has been made and many 
Esperantists, both new and old, were discovered. Many of these have 
known the language for years, but have been inactive, simply because 
of the lack of a paper such as this to keep their interest awakened and 
to provide a medium through which they could express their ideas, It is 
probably in this field that “K. BE." has played the biggest role; but in at 
least one other way the paper has done a great deal—it has opened the 
eyes of Esperantists in other lands to the fact that Canada is on the map 
and that there are Esperantists here with whom they can correspond and 
exchange ideas, 

As I write this and mentally review the progress and accomplishments 
of the past year, I find much to be thankful for and I feel tempted to 
enlarge on my subject and stress in greater detail the various achieve- 
ments of the past. But our thoughts should be of the future. Let us, 
then, turn our thoughts and energy to making “K. BE." in its second year
